PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(6) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 

with publication proved by a statu- 


tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
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on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.

Letters Patent, incorporate 
any area of land and the residents therein 
into a regional district for the purpose of 
carrying out such functions as may be 
granted from time to time under this 
section or conferred by this Act: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the area 
of land hereinafter described and the resi- 
dents therein shall, on, from, and after 
the date hereof, be incorporated as a re- 
gional district under the said Municipal 
Act and under and subject to the provi- 
sions hereinafter contained or referred 
to:— 

Name 


1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of the 
“Regional District of Skeena A.” 


Boundaries 


2. The regional district shall comprise 
all that tract of land, foreshore, and land 
covered by water within the following 
boundaries: Commencing at the north- 
west corner of Lot 215, Range 4, Coast 
Land District, being a point on the shore 
of Telegraph Passage; thence due west to 
the middle Line of Grenville Channel; 
thence southerly along said middle line to 
and south-westerly along Ogden Channel 
(passing to the west of Marrack, Bedford, 
and Gibson Islands) to the middle line of 
Kitkatlah Inlet; thence westerly along 
said middle line (passing to the north of 
Kitkatlah, Grassy, Sand, and Ewart Is- 
lands) to the production north-easterly of 
the middle line of Freeman Passage; 
thence south-westerly to and along said 
middle line produced to the middle line 
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of Hecate Strait; thence south-easterly 
along said middle line and the middle line 
produced southerly to the point of inter- 
section with the middle line of Milbanke 
Sound produced southerly; thence south- 
erly by a straight line to the point of in- 
tersection of the Slist parallel of north 
latitude with the westerly boundary of 
the Province; thence northerly along said 
westerly boundary of the Province to the 
point of intersection with the International 
Boundary between Canada and Alaska, in 
Dixon Entrance; thence easterly along 
said boundary to the point south-west of 
Wales Island where said International 
Boundary turns westerly; thence due 
south to the point due west of the middle 
line of Steamer Passage at the entrance 
thereto; thence east to and easterly along 
said middle line and continuing easterly 
to and along the northerly boundary of 
the watershed of the streams flowing 
southerly into Khutzeymateen Inlet to the 
northerly boundary of the watershed of 
Khutzeymateen River; thence easterly 
and southerly along the boundaries of the 
watershed of Khutzeymateen River to the 
northerly boundary of the watershed of 
Skeena River; thence westerly along said 
boundary to the westerly boundary of the 
watershed of Exchamsik River; thence 
south-easterly along said boundary to the 
point thereon which lies due north of the 
north-west corner of Lot 4803, Range 5, 
Coast Land District; thence south to said 
corner; thence southerly along the west- 
erly boundary of Lot 4803 to the south- 
west corner thereof; thence due south to 
the southerly boundary of the watershed 
of Skeena River; thence westerly along 
said boundary to the point thereon which 
lies due east of the north-east corner of 
Lot 214, Range 4, Coast Land District; 
thence west to said corner; thence west- 
erly along the northerly boundaries of 
said Lot 214 and Lot 215 aforesaid to the 
point of commencement. 


Member Municipalities 


3. The member municipalities of the 

regional district are as follows:— 

(a) Municipalities: Village of Masset, 
Village of Port Edward, and City 
of Prince Rupert; 

(b) Electoral areas: Electoral Area A, 
Electoral Area B, Electoral Area C, 
and Electoral Area D, the bound- 
aries of which are described in Ap- 
pendix A attached to and forming 
part of these Letters Patent. 


Voting Unit 


4. The population deemed to be a vot- 
ing unit is 2,000. 


Appointment of Municipal Directors 


5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as here- 
inafter provided, the Councils of the 
member municipalities, other than elec- 
toral areas, shall appoint their requisite 
Director or Directors, whose term of 
office shall run until the 31st day of 
January, 1968, or until their respective 
successors are appointed, whichever is 
the later. 


Interim Electoral Area Directors 


6. Until the first elected Directors to 
represent the electoral areas take office as 
provided herein, the following persons are 
appointed interim Directors to represent 
the electoral areas: Electoral Area A, 
Ken Harding; Electoral Area B, Emil J. 
Blain; Electoral Area C, Orme Stuart; 
and Electoral Area D, William Piket; 
and if the office of any interim Director 


hereby appointed becomes vacant, the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs may ap- 
point some other person for the unexpired 
term. 

First Meeting 

7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 7th day of Septem- 
ber, 1967, at 7.30 o’clock in the afternoon 
in the Council Chambers, City Hall, 
Prince Rupert, B.C. 

First Election, Electoral Area Directors 

8. The Secretary of the Regional Dis- 
trict shall be the Returning Officer at the 
first election of elected Directors, and in 
the event that he is unable to act, the 
Regional Board shall appoint some other 
person in his stead. 

9. The Regional Board shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are re- 
quired to preside at the respective polling- 
places, or delegate to the Returning Offi- 
cer the power to appoint such Deputy Re- 
turning Officers, and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

10. Nominations for the first elected 
Directors shall be held at the offices of 
the regional district on the 27th day of 
November, 1967, from ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to twelve o’clock noon. 

11. Polling, if any, at the first elections 
of elected Directors shall be held on the 
9th day of December, 1967, from eight 
o’clock in the forenoon to eight o’clock 
in the afternoon at places determined by 
the Regional Board. 

12. The provisions of subsection (2) of 
section 772 of the Municipal Act apply, 
mutatis mutandis, to the first election, 
except as otherwise provided herein. 

13. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of 
the Municipal Act, any owner-elector 
other than a corporation whose name ap- 
pears on the current list of electors for 
the election of school trustees and who is 
the owner of real property within the 
electoral area is qualified to be nominated, 
elected, and to hold office as an elected 
Director. 


14. The term of office of each of the 
first elected Directors shall run from the 
first meeting of the Regional Board fol- 
lowing their election until noon on the 
lst day of February, 1970, or until his 
successor is sworn in, whichever is the 
later. 

Current Borrowing Power 

15. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1968 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district may in the aggregate equal ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000). 


Adoption of By-laws 

16. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
which does not require approval, consent, 
or assent under the provisions of the Mu- 
nicipal Act, or any other Act prior to the 
adoption of the by-law may be adopted at 
the same meeting of the Regional Board 
at which it passed third reading, provided 
the motion for adoption receives an af- 
firmative vote of a majority of the Direc- 
tors having among them a majority of the 
votes; and this provision is deemed to 
have applied on and from the date of the 
incorporation of the regional district. 


Amalgamation 
17. It is a condition of the issue of 
these Letters Patent that, on and from a 
date to be determined by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, the regional district 
shall be merged with the Regional Dis- 
trict of Skeena B (or such regional district 
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as may be incorporated for that portion 
of the Province described in paragraph 18 
of Order in Council No. 1222/67), and 
the following provisions shall apply:— 


(a) Letters Patent of these regional dis- 
tricts shall be surrendered and Let- 
ters Patent issued incorporating 
them as a single regional district: 


(b) The Letters Patent shall provide 
that 

(i) the member municipalities of 
the new regional district shall be the 
member municipalities of the for- 
mer regional districts; 

(ii) the voting unit shall be the 
same as the voting unit of the for- 
mer regional districts; 

(iii) the Directors and alternate 
Directors of the former Regional 
Boards shall be the Directors and 
alternate Directors of the new Re- 
gional Board; 

(iv) at the first meeting of the 
new Regional Board, which shall be 
held at the call of the Chairman of 
the former Regional District of 
Skeena A, the Board shall appoint 
a new Chairman, a Secretary-Trea- 
surer, and such other officers as are 
deemed to be required; 

(v) a function or functions of the 
former regional districts apply only 
to those member municipalities 
which were formerly participating, 
unless made applicable to other 
member municipalities by supple- 
mentary Letters Patent issued un- 
der subsections (2) or (7) of section 
766 of the Municipal Act; 

(vi) the new regional district shall 
assume all of the assets, rights, 
claims, obligations, and liabilities of 
the old regional districts; 

(vii) the by-laws, regulations, and 
resolutions of the former regional 
districts remain in force and effect 
with respect to the application to 
the areas comprising the former re- 
gional districts until amended or re- 
pealed by the Regional Board.

thence northerly along said middle line and the 
middle line produced northerly to the Interna- 
tional Boundary between Canada and Alaska in 
Dixon Entrance; thence easterly along said 
boundary to the point south-west of Wales Is- 


land where said International Boundary turns 
westerly; thence due south to the point due west 
of the middle line of Steamer Passage, at the en- 
trance thereto; thence east to and easterly along 
said middle line and continuing easterly to and 
along the northerly boundary of the watershed 
of the streams flowing southerly into Khutzey- 
mateen Inlet to the northerly boundary of the 
watershed of Khutzeymateen River; thence east- 
erly, southerly, and westerly along the bound- 
aries of the watershed of Khutzeymateen River 
to the northerly boundary of the watershed of 
Khyex River; thence westerly and southerly 
along the northerly and westerly boundaries of 
the watershed of said Khyex River to the north- 
erly boundary of the watershed of Skeena River; 
thence in a general south-westerly direction along 
the northerly boundary of the watershed of said 
Skeena River to a point thereon which lies due 
north of the north-west corner of Lot 5246, 
Range 5, Coast District; thence south to said 
corner; thence southerly along the westerly 
boundary of said Lot 5246 to the north-east 
corner of Lot 5904; thence westerly and south- 
erly along the northerly and westerly boundaries 
of Lots 5904 and 5903 to the south-west corner 
of said Lot 5903; thence westerly along the 
northerly boundary of Lot 5245 to the north- 
west corner thereof; thence southerly along the 
westerly boundaries of Lots 5245 and 4012 to 
the south-west corner of said Lot 4012; thence 
easterly and southerly along the northerly and 
easterly boundaries of Lots 2229 and 2230 to the 
south-east corner of said Lot 2230; thence east- 
erly along the northerly boundary of Lot 31 to 
the north-east corner thereof, being a point on 
the northerly bank of Skeena River; thence due 
east to the middle line of said Skeena River; 
thence in a general southerly direction along said 
middle line to the point of intersection with the 
centre line of Eleanor Passage produced south- 
easterly; thence in a general north-westerly di- 
rection to and along the middle line of Eleanor 
Passage and Inverness Passage to a point which 
lies due south of the south-east corner of Lot 44; 
thence north to said corner; thence northerly

By-law No. 5190 





A By-law to Expropriate Certain Rights- 
of-way for Sewerage Purposes 


WHEREAS the Council deems it neces- 
sary and in the public interest to expropri- 
ate for sewerage purposes the rights-of- 
way hereinafter described: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Burnaby 
enacts as follows:— 


1. This by-law may be cited as “Bur- 
naby Expropriation By-law No. 17, 1967.”
